the conelusion that the fine whick had bean 
imposed was an expense caused to the master or 
owner of the chip by the absence of the seaman 
from the ship.

He had hid somo doubt o5 to whether the 
exponse-of the tologram homo eamo withini-the 
sume cateyory, but Mr, Atkin did not dispute’ 
that the toiezram was sent askin s whother the 
master should pay the fine, and therefora no 
distinction could be drawn, botweeu the expense 
for that telegram ond .the fine.
